The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does 
not specifically teach nor disclose the specific combination of danazole with the 
specific carrier set forth in claim 1 in a hydroalcoholic gel with effective amount to 
deliver danazole across the stratum corneum to the underlying breast tissue 
upon the transdermal administration.
